REMARKS 



Claims 2-9, 11-15, 17-26 and 28-34 remain pending in the application. 
Reconsideration is respectfully requested in light of the following remarks. 

Double Patenting Rejection : 

The Examiner rejected claims 2-9, 11-15, 17-26 and 28-34 under the judiciary 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 
1-36 of Application No. 10/027,353. However, Application No. 10/027,353 is now 
abandoned.
